SUBMARINE SINKS 
BRITISH GRUISER 


S to Fight Turks Along With

IN DOVER STRAITS 


Light Cruiser Hermes the 
Latest Victim of German 
Sea Terror—WNearly All 
Officers and: Men Saved. 


London, October 31.—The daring of 
German submarines lurking along the 
French coast on the Straits of Dover 
to get a shot at British ships engaged 
in bombarding the German positions 
in Belgium was rewarded today when 
one sank the light cruiser Hermes as 
she was returning from 
Most of the crew were rescued. 

An Old Vessel. 

The Hermes was a 
old vessel and from a naval 
point was of no great value, but the 
fact that she was attacked so near 
home indicates that the German sub- 
marines must have a base somewhere 
on that part of the Belgian coast oc- 
ecupied by German troops, from which 
they can menace ships of the allies 
passing between Iingland and France. 
Only a few days ago. one sank the 
French steamer Amiral Ganteaume, 
which was carrying refugees from 
Calais. 

How many submarines the 
have in these waters is not 
but several have been seen recently. 
When ships are guarded by torpedo 
boat destroyers, as are those engaged 
in bombarding the German positions, 
they are comparatively safe, but the 
opportunity of the submarines come 
when one is caught alone, as was the 
Hermes.

GERMAN REPORT 
ON SEA BATTLE. 


Amsterdam, October 31.—(Via Lon- 
don. )- -This official telegram from Con- 
Sstantinople is published by The Frank- 
furter Zeitung: 

“A small part of the Turkish fleet 
in the Black sea on Thursday sank the 
Russian mine layer Prut, 5,000 tons, 
which had aboard 700 mines, damaged 
a Russian torpedo boat and seized a 
coal steamer. 

“A torpedo fired from the torpedo 
boat Hairet-I-Millet sank the Russian 
destroyer Kubanets. The Mauvenet-I- 
Millet torpedoed a Russian coast guard 
ship which was severely damaged. 
Three Russian officers were saved by 
us and imprisoned. Thé Turkish fleet 
suffered no loss and.the battle was suc- 
cessfully continued.” 

‘A dispatch from Berlin announces 
that telegrams from. Turkey say the 
Turkish fieet, in a battle with the Rus- 
Sian Black sea fléet, sank not two, but 
four torpedo boats and one gunboat.

Sluis from the direction of 


that the Germans are retreating 


Germans Renewing | heir Efforts 


To Reach Ports 


on the Channel

GERMAN ATTACKS 


|PROVE FUTILE. 


‘The new German attempts to reach 
the French channel ports, Nieuport to 
Arras, While resulting in progréss at 
some points, have been generally in- 
effective. Near the coast their ad- 
vance has been checked by an exten- 


sion of the flooded area. 


Today the battle raged with the’fury 
that marked the opening of the last 
phase of this.campaign, and even on 
the English coast the boom of the big 
naval guns, which are bombarding the 
invaders’ flank, could be distinctly 
heard. 

The allies have brought up land and 
sea forces in an endeavor to check 
this second’ effort of the Germans to 
establish themselves on the French 
coast, from which they hope to men- 
ace England. 

A Berlin official report today an- 
nounced that the German troops had

LITTLE CHANGE 
IN SITUATION. 


On the whole, therefore, it would ap-

ALLIES ORDERED 
TO ADVANCE, 


The impression created here by the 
latest war news is that-a general ad- 
vance of the allied forces in France 
and Belgium has been ordered. 

The general trend of the movements 
of both the German and the allied ar- 
mies is for the moment, according ~to 
both British and French official state- 
ments, in a northerly and northeaster- 
ly direction, which is in accordance 
with the desires of the allied com- 
manders, but that Germany has re- 
sumed her hammer blows with greater 
energy than ever is attested by the 
information bureau. 

In spite of these stubborn counter 
strokes, it is claimed that all the 
movements of the triune forces are in 
a forward direction towards the line 
still held by Germans in force and 
stretching from Bruges to Thourout, 
Roulers, Iseghem and Courtral. 


YPRES BATTLE 
VERY STUBBORN 


The battle in the vicimity of Ypres is 
of a most’ stubborn character, espe- 
cially at Passchendalle and the meigh- 
boring villages, and the slaughter is so 
great that central West Flanders has 
become one enormous hospital. The 
allied advance in this quarter.is push- 
ing near Roulers, which is occupied 
by the Germans after undergoing 
great. damage each time it changed 
hands. 

Rheims again has become the target 
of Teutonic guns; and activities on the 
heights of the Meuse, in the Woevre 
district, indicate further efforts on the

GERMANS BEATEN 
BY RUSSIANS. 


The East Prussian frontier is again 
the scene of a big battle. The Ger- 
mans for five days carried out heavy 
offensive movements, but accordin 
to the Russian reports were repul 
with immense losses. 

In Poland the Germans are reported 
to be falling back to new positions 
near their own frontier, while in Gali- 
cia the fighting continues without ma- 
terial change. 

There’ is a significant report from 
Berlin, by way of Copenhagen, that the 
German general staff has decided that 
the army in Poland shall fall back to 
the frontier of Silesia and remain there 
on the defensive until the battle in 
Flanders ends with the capture of 
Calais. Such a movement would re- 
lease three or four army corps to be 
transferred from Silesia to Belgium. 

The Russian tactics of bending back 
the line of invaders in Russian Poland, 
one section at a time, the retreat of 
each section endangering the position 
of the section next to it on the south, 
appears to London observers to have 
been succésssful everywhere except 
on the extreme Russian left, where the 
Austrians still maintain the positions 
they succeeded in retaking from the 
Russians. 


GERMANS FIGHT 
TO STOP INVASION. 


Along the frontier of East Prussia 
the Germans are fighting stubbornly to 
prevent another invasion of their ter- 
ritory at a point further south. It is 
argued here that the Russians cannot 
expect to assume a full offensive move- 
ment until the Austrians are driven 
back from the river San. But even this 
will not mean any Immediate inva- 
sion of Germany, as it is known that 
the Germans, in preparation for a pos- 
sible retirement, have established 
heavily entrenched positions along the 
river Warthe. 

An interesting announcement comes 
from Melbourne. At the request of the 
secretary of state for war, Lord Kitch- 
ener, sixty cadets from the Duntroon 
military college at Duntroon, New Zea- 
land, are being sent to join the Brit- 
ish expeditionary force, it is stated. 
This is the institution founéed some 
years ago upon the recommendation 
of Lord Kitchener himself, on the 
lines of the West Point Military acad- 
emy, which Lord Kitehener had de- 
clared to be the finest military college 
in the world. 


BAVARIANS REGRET 
MEETING BRITISH. 


London, October 31,—The correspond- 
ent of The Times in northern France, 
in reporting that the allies have re- 
occupled Lille, says: , 

“The Emperor has his wish. His 
Bavarians have met the English just 
once in the center of the battle line 
in Planders, in a small corner of 
l‘rance, north of Lille. The Bavarians 
have been forced back foot by foot on 
to the Belgian frontier. 

“This is the explanation DP 0 sud- 
den retreat of the German right wing 
on the Yser between Nieuport and Dix. 
mude. The German center had been 
defeated and the right wing was com- 
pelled to fall back. 

“The fighting has been furious for 
many days and the little British army 
was vastly outnumbered, but in the 
end the British have beaten the Ba- 
varians. It is still a long, long way to 
Calais via Ypres. 

“South of Lille the position is more 
obscure. The Germans are in strong 
force near LaBassee. Their big guns 
found the range of our trenches with 
terrible effect. The German infantry 
twice broke through but here, too, they 
were finally repulsed and the last: road 
to the coast has been closed to the Ger- 
mans.”

Germans Repulsed and Driven 
Declares French War Bulletin 


Paris, October 31.—The official com- 


munication ‘issued at 11 o'clock to- 
night by the French war office says: 
“According to the latest advices 
there is no incident of any importance 
to report. In the center we have made 
progress in the region to the north of 
Sousain.

The war office this afternoon gave 
out an official announcement, as fol- 
lows: 

“The day of yesterday was marked 
by an attempt at a general offensive 
movement on the part of the Germans 
along the entire front from Nieuport 
to Arras, and by violent attacks de- 


\livered at other points of the line of 


- 


battle. From Nieuport to the canal 
of LaBassee there were alternate 
movements of advance and “retire- 
ment. 

“To the south of Nieuport the Ger- 
mans, who had taken possession of 
Rampikepelle, were driven out of this 
town by a counter attack. 

“To the south of Ypres we lost some 
points of support, Hollebecke and 
Zandworde, but we progressed to the 
east of Ypres in the direction of Pas- 
chendaele. 

“Between LaBassee and Arras all the 
attacks made by tne Germans were 
repulsed with heavy losses for them. 

“In the region of Chaulnes we ad- 
vanced beyond Lihons, and we took 
possession of LeQuesnoy, in the ‘San- 
terre district. 

“In the region of the Aisne also we 
have made progress on the heights of 
the right, back downstream from Sois- 
sons, but we were compelled to with- 
draw in the vicinity of Vailly. 

“We have advanced in the region of 
Souain, and there has been a violent 
engagement in the Angonne. 

“In the Woevre district 
again won ground in the 
LePretre.’’ 

A seml-official announcement was 
made in Paris this afternoon, as fol- 
lows: 

“In one of our attacks delivered the 
day before yesterday a village, strong- 
ly held by the enemy's infantry sup- 
ported by artillery, was taken by a 
detachment of French unmounted cav- 
alry belonging to two dragoon regi- 
ments. The men charged with their 
lances in their hands. The enemy left 
in the village more than 200 dead and 
abandoned 200 of their wounded.” 


PLEASING NEWS 
FOR PARISIANS. 


Paris, October 1.—Unofficial an- 
nouncement was made today that the 
government will return to Paris from 
Bordeaux on November 20 and that 
parliament will meet on December 15 
to pass emergency laws. 

Little by littie, Paris appears to be 
returning to more normal conditions. 
The shops in the Avenue de L’Opera, 
which had their doors locked and the 
windows whitewashed, have now been 
reopened. Keach day another restau- 
rant or bar on the bouwlevards or else- 
where resumes business, and the news- 
papers, which ceased to publish at the 
time of the mobilization, have begun 
to appear again. The question of re- 
opening the bourse is also discussed. 

From the war arena in France and 
Belgium the most pleasing news to 
Parisians today was: that telling of 
the retreat of the Germans across the 
Yser in the face of a stiff cannonad- 
ing by the allies. The announcement 
only a few days ago that the Germans 
had succeeded in crossing to the left 
bank of the Yser did more to depress 
the spirits of the people here than 
any development of the war for some 
time. 

Their withdrawal now, along with 
the progress of the allies at other 
—— as Officially announced, is taken 
y many .as marking the first stages 
of an impending victory. 

Much interest is taken in the hot 
fighting in the vicinty of ¥pres, where 
the allies have been gaining, because 
of the great importance of the posi- 
tion to the Germans. Ypres, accord- 
ing to German military men, is the 
center of the German position between 
Lille and the sea. They have said that 
they could not continue their advance 
march unless assured of the possession 
of it. .“If Ypres is conquered we will 
have the route opened as far as the 
heights of Stomer, twenty-two miles 
southeast of Calais,” is a statement 
attributed to them. However, the most 
important positions in the line of com- 
bat between Nieuport, Dixmude and 
Ypres are in the hands of the allies. 

The death list of the army men to- 
day contains the naem of Colonel H. 
Detrie, the son of a French hero, and 
who was the youngest. superior of- 
ficer in the army. 


PROGRESS CLAIMED 
BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, October 31.—(Via Amsterdam 
and London.)—A report received here 
today from German army headquar- 
ters says: 4 

“Our army in Belgium yesteruay oc- 
cupied Ramscapelle (2% miles east of 
Nieuport) and Prelschoon and our at- 
tacks on Ypres are progressing. Zand- 
voorde, Chateau Hollenike and Wam- 
beke have been stormed. 

“Purther south we also have gained 
ground to the east of Soissons. The 
enemy has been attacked and during 
the day chased from the several strong- 
ly fortified positions to the north of 
Vailly (about 10 miles east of Soissons) 
which was stormed during the after- 
noon, the enemy retreating across the 
river Aisne and suffering severe losses. 
We captufed 1,900 prisoners and two 
machine guns. 

“In the Argonne and to the west of 
Verdun and to the north of. Toul sev- 
eral (French attacks were repulsed with 
heavy losses for the enemy. 

“The battle in the northeastern war 
theater till now has not been decided. 
To the west of Warsaw the Russians 
are slowly following our troops which 
ape now being regrouped.” 


GERMANS BEATEN 
SAY BELGIANS. 


Havre, October 31.—(Via London.)— 
An official dispatch from the Belgian 
army headquarters to the Belgian min- 
ister of war says: 

“Fierce attacks were attempted ves- 
terday morning by the enemy in the 
neighborhood of Ramscapelle and Per- 
vyse. The second of these attacks was 
repulsed with great loss. The first 
forced our troops to cede some ground 
which, later, was partially retaken.

The allied troops were able 
to cross the Yser and to gain ground. 
Toward the east the enemy lost Bix- 
schoote and are. only maintaining their 
position at Passchendaele’ (six miles 
northeast of Ypres) with difficulty. 

“On the Lys there has been no ma- 
terial change in the situatio.:.”

“Many more hospitals must be estab- 
lished in hotels, casinos and houses be- 
hind the firing line.

Finally, an- | 
tiseptic surgery must be practiced and 
not aseptic surgery.

germ-killing substances, is useless 
where infected wounds are concerned.

ing it to be widely practiced. Here is 
where surgeons of wide experience are 
needed further than young fledglings. |

years’ course of training.”

The’ American ambassador has not 
advised Washington of the declaration 
of war, but officials tonight thought 
his message either had betn delayed 
or that he was awaiting formal noti- 
fication by the Ottoman government. 

The private message, addressed to a 
New York business man, was dated 5 
Pp. m. Yesterday, and reached here a 
few hours after a lengthy dispatch 
from Ambassador Morgenthau de- 
scribing events in Constantinople up to 
noon yesterday. 

Mr. Morgenthau said that early ves- 
terday the Russian ambassador re-

T0 BAFFLE AIR RAIDERS 


Asserted More People Will Be 
Killed by Dark Streets Than 
by German Bombs. 


London, October 23.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—London con- 
tinues its preparation for aerial raids. 
The streets grow darker and darker 
and accidents more frequent in conse- 
quence. Some say more persons will be 
killed by the darkened streets than 
by bombs from air craft. Already 
several fatalities have resulted direct- 
ly from dimly lit thoroughfares. 


Additional searchlights and new guns' 


on roofs and arches appear each week. 
Two guns recently have been mounted 
on Greshan college, covering the bank, 
and on a granite arch on the embank- 
ment.

When Refugees Réached Eng- 
land They Found Canines 


Barred by Law. 


Dover, October 20.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)——-England has 
a law regulating the importation of 
dogs which has caused great grief to 
refugees forced tq seek the safety of 
British soil. The law requires all! 
dogs to be held in quarantine for six 
months before they can be given lib- 
erty in England and officials at ports 
of entry have no authority to waive it 
in any case. 

Many Belgian women and ‘children 
saved their dogs when war drove them 
from home and managed to keep their 
pets through all the rush and scramble 
of the exodus, but when they reached 
Folkestone, Dover or other ports of en- 
try they were told that English laws 
would not admit animals which were 
not held for six months. 

(ne woman at Folkstone asked to 
be takep back to Ostend with her dog, 
but Ostend was closed. in fact. if 
was probably in the hands of the Ger- 
mans who held less terror for her than 
the order that she must leave her dog, 
Finally she consented to have one of 
her friends drown the, pet, as she said 
she could not bear to have it locked up 
in a compound for six months.

Since the beginning of the war at 
least sixty ships have been added to 
the American merchant marine. That 
= a considerable growth. The new 
vessels have a gross tonnage of 283,- 
781. As the total capacity of our sea- 
going ships in 1913 was only about 

000.900 tons, the increase in tons since 
the ‘war is more than one-fifth—which 
is doing pretty well. Of the new ships, 
nineteen are passenger steamers and 
thirty-seven freighters—four not being 
accounted for. 

The important feature of the case is 
that. with the transfer of foreign-built 
ships—many of them actually owned by 
Americans—to an American registry, 
the supposed necessity for the purchase 
and operation of vessels by the goy- 
ernment disappears. Protected by the 
American flag, commerce will be safe. 
While the mere transfer of these vées- 
sels does not, of course, increase the 
carrying capacity of the world, it will 
make some ships more easily available. 
It will be safer to ship under the flag 
of a great neutral power, such as the 
United States. 

There are plenty of vessels in ex- 
istence to meet all demands. The ques- 
tion is one of ultilizing them. That 
progress is being made in this direc- 
tion is well khown, and is proved by 
the addition of these ships to our mer- 
chant fleet There ought to be more 
of them—and there will be, if our 
capitalists are alive to the opportunity 
that is now presented to them. Com- 
merce ought to be in private hands, 
for it ts a private enterprise, and not 
at all a government function. On the 
whole we have done surprisingly well 
in this emergency. Exports are in- 
creasing steadily, and they will, it is 
beHeved, from now on, increase rapidly.

The new federal jpoard, created by) 
congress at the session ust closed as 
a Means to preventiunfair methods of 
ompetition in business, will have gen- 
supervision of all kinds of inter- 
corporations except banks aad 
time it is expected to 
rival, if it does’ not exceed, in dignity 
and importamce the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
lf President Wilson is 
choice of the five members who wil 
constitute this commission, it should 
take rank from the very beginning as 
one of the most useful branches of the 
executive departments of the govern- 
ment. The first members are to be 
appointed for terms of three, four, five, 
six and seven years. After that each 
commissioner will serve for a term of 
seven years. The salary of the posi- 
tion is $10,000 a year, the same as that 
fixed for members of the interstate 
commerce commission.

The old order of things has large- 
ly been changed and captains of in- 
dustry have been jolted into a recog- 
nition of the fact that certain prac- 
tices, which were fomerly tolerated, 
will no longer be permitted. Still ag 
long as human nature is what it is, 
some men wiil overstep the mark and 
others will come as close to the bound- 
ary line of what is legally permitted 
as they dare. So there will be abun- 
dant work for the new commission. 

Its powers and duties will be more 


arises. A quarter of a century after 
its passage, the interstate commerce 
act is still being amended. The same 
thing is true of the currency act re- 
cently passed, and will be true of the 
income tax law. As experience shows 
the need of changes, they will be made. 
Supreme Court Not Taken Seriously. 

It may seem strange in this day to 
know that the supreme court was not 
taken very seriously when first estapb- 
lished, as the people generally regard- 
ed that their local courts would be 
abundantly sufficient to - protect al] 
their rights. It is a matter of recent 
history how bitterly the interstate com- 
mercé commission was opposed. 

The new commission has its critics. 
but there is a more universa! feeling 
of friendliness than greeted either of 
the other courts. In the beginning, 
under the law of its creation, it must 
use moral suasion to induce business 
to be good, and, failing in that. must 
take its case to the federal courts. In 
time the findings of the commission 
as to unfair methods of competition 
will probably be made prima facie evi- 
dence of the facts, just as the inter- 
State, Commerce commission can now 
finally Pass upon the reasonableness of 
a rate. 

Before the new board is constituted 
two or three important reports on 
which the bureau of corporations has 
been working will be made public. One 
of these deals with the lumber indus- 
try, and another concerns price fixing. 
A report- on agricultural instruments. 
now in process of completion, will tel! 
the concluding word about the Inter- 
national Harvester company. 

The possibilities of the new commis- 
sion are indicated in the suggestion 
made during the hearings on the trade 
commission bill. Elbert H. Gary, head 
of the steel trust, actually urged that 
the time had come for the federal gov- 
ernment to fix the prices of commodi- 
ties. At present the policy is regard- 
ed as the rankest socialism, for it 
would mean fixing such prices as would 
fuarantee profits to the companles af- 
fected. That is not democratic doc- 
trine, but no one now can tell to what 
extent government regulation of busi- 
ness will go The body, through this 
control will largely be exercised, is the 
new trade commission.

October 20.—(Correspondence 
Press.)—To say that 
Germany has évery-

ment world be to overstate the case, 
and yet it is true that within its own 
field of affairs the military is not only 
absolute, but also at times 
utterly to disregward even the 
State officials.

NEGRO SAVES WOMEN. 


BY PUSHING AUTO OFF 
RAILROAD CROSSING 


Brunswick, Ga., October 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A negro, William Houston, by 
name, saved the lives of four prominent 
Brunswick women yesterday afternoon 
when, seeing the situation and the 
peril of the automobile party, he rushed 
up to the machine and shoved it across 
the railroad track just as a fast-mov- 
ing freight train came whizzing by.

Do You Want Any Bacteria: 
Jim Price Has Plenty 


? 


J. D. Price, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, announced Saturday that Geor- 
gia farmers can save seven-eighths of 
what they are now paying for nitro- 
gen-setting bacteria by ordering di- 
rect from the department of agricul- 
ture. 

“The commercial price for these bac- 
teria is $2 for enough to inoculate an 
acre of land; the department’s price is 
25c for this quantity,’’ said Commtis- 
sioner Price. “The department is now 
ready to furnish, on a‘ large scale, bac- 
teria at 25c an acre for the following 
legumes: hairy vetch, crimson clover, 
burr clover, alfalfa, and alsike. These 
bacteria are necessary for such crops, 
when grown on soil in which they are 
not already present. They form nod- 
ules on the roots of these plants, from 
which the plants gather nitrogen 
from the aglir.’’ 

“T am very anxious for the people of 
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| Georgia to know what this department 
is doing for their benefit to encourage 
top crops, and I urge farmers to plant 
such crops on a large scale. Seed should 
be inoculated with bacteria immediate- 
ly, before the season is too late; farm- 
ers should take advantage of this of- 
fer at once.” 

“At the last session of the legisfa- 
ture, $2,000 was appropriated to estab- 
lish and equip a laboratory in the agri- 
cultural department for furnishing ni- 
trogen-setting bacteria at cost to Geor- 
gia farmers. The department, since 
then, has supplied farmers with enough 
to inoculate 612 acres, at the cost of 
25c an acre, instead of the commercial 
price of $2, thus saving farmers already 
over $1,000, more than half of the legis- 
tature’s appropriation. 

“Georgia farmers can get bacteria 
for the crops named above by writing 
to the department, inclosing 25c for 
each acre; the department will send 
with each order directions for inocula- 
tion.”

Gather Linen for Sul ditaes 
Wounded in Eyropean W ar 


Beginning early next week, 25,000 of- 
ficers and soldiers of the Salvation 
Army in the United States and as many 
friends and sympathizers with the 
movement will gather old linen which 
will be shipped to New York, where 
it will be sterilized and converted into 
bandages for wounded soldiers at the 
front, or handkerchiefs to be used by 
the fighters in the trenches. A plant 
will be installed at headquarters and 
the linen will be sterilized under the 
supervision of Dr. Harlow Brooks, of 
New York, and other Physicians who 
have volunteered their services. 

The doctors will also direct the oper- 
ations of 300 or 400 women and girls 
who will prepare the bandages and 
make handkerchiefs.

Dr. Erhory R. Park Explains 
the Operation of the 
Measure. 


Dr. Emory R. Park, who is in 
charge of the new vital statistics 
partment of the 
health, created by the Georgia 
statistics bill at the legislature last 
summer, announcres that he will be 
ready to put the new law into effect 
January 1. , 

“Under the vital statistics law we 
are going to keep a: record of every 
birth and death in the state,” said Dr. 
Park. “This record will also show the 
number of births and deaths to each 
locality, and will give the death rate 
for each locality, showing what sec- 
tions of the state have a higher and 
lower death rate than others. 

“The disease in the case . of 
death registered, and I presume that 
practically every death will come un- 
der our observation, will be recorded, 
and in this way we hope to be able to 
give out information as to the sec- 
tions of the state in @hich fever is 
most deadly, and likewise with other 
diseases. 

“The purpose of our department is 
going to be to establish tables of mor- 
tality and births, and, 
show- what are the causes of 
the various localities. 

“T am sorry that’ this department 
will have no means of recording those 
diseases which attack the people of 
the state but do not prove fatal. 
instance, in one family there might 
three cases of typhoid fever, and 
one ‘vase prove fatal. Unluckily, 
fatal case of typhoid will the 
one to come under our ovservation 
der the vital statistics law. 

“However, the public health bill, 
which is a bill of local option, as 
against the vital statistics,law being 
state-wide, wil] greatly aid us in this 
respect. Those counties that see fit 
to establish a public health officer will 
furnish information concerning all dis- 
eases in their communities. 

“Under the public health bill we 
might be able, by working in conjunc- 
tion with each other, to establish ta- 
bles showing the relative healthfulness 
of different sections of the state. This 
information cannot be complete, 
though, as it seems that some counties 
wil; not establish this department of

“Our department might clearly point 
eut to a section infested with fatal 
-typhoid fever that this disease is prev- 
alent in their community, but we have 
no way in which to eradicate the fatal 
disease among the people of that sec- 
tion.

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GRAND JURY SCORES 
CONDITIONS AT JAIL 


Tower Declared Insanitary and 
Wholesale Reforms Are 
Recommended. 


Declaring regret at the conflict be- 
tween the sheriff's office and county 
commissioners over affairs in the coun- 


| ty jajl, the grand jury, in its present- 
/ments yesterday, pronounced the prison 


to be utterly tinsanitary and recom- 


mended wholesale reforms. 

The presentments relating to 

Tower ‘are as follows: 
Jails. 

“The grand jury, as a body, visited the 
jail, and subsequently it was visited by a 
commfttee. The conditions at the jail have 
attracted the attention of previous grand 
and they have so reported in their 
presentments. We would respectfully re- 
fer to these presentments. 

“Some of the conditions complained of 
grew out ef the apparent conflict in au- 
thority in matters pertaining to the jail. 
The county commissioners are supposed to 
have control of the physical property, which 
includes heating, lighting, repairing and 
supplies, such as bedding and drugs, and, in 
addition, allow the sheriff so much per 
capita (of prisoners) for food. The county 
commissioners furnish other sundries, such 
as materials for disinfection. They elect 
and pay the salary of the county physi- 
cian and engineer. They make the rules 
for, and receive tre reperts of, 
physictan. 

“The sheriff receives prisoners from the 
several courts, assigns them to their cell; 
he accepts bonds and releases on bond; he 
holds the prisoners until they are called for 
by the courts, or they are released. He 
feeds the prisoners, and is supposed to 
furnish hospital attention to such inmates 
as may require the use of the hospital; he 
is supposed to keep the jail clean and whole- 
some. 

“The result of this joint authority is that 
much that might bé accomplished of a whole- 
some character is barely possible, because 
of thig joint control. Again we return to 
the erf¥barrassments of the fee system. To 
conduct the jail as it should be would re- 


the 


quire more guards. To provide these, it 
necessarily follows that the sheriff must tax 
his income from fees, fines and forfeitures 
to meet this expense. All human experi- 
ence shows, and apparently justifies the 
sheriff in cases like this, in acting prud- 
ently within his legal rights, sometimes to 
the detriment of public service. His board- 
ers are not regular—varying from time to 
time. He provides supervision and atten- 
dants not beyond imperative requirements. 


Jail Not a Model. 


“The Fulton county jail 1s not a model 


and does not comform to modern methods | 


of handling prisoners. Biack prisoners, &&5 
well as white prisoners, are gathered to- 
gether respectively in cells, whether they 
are held as witnesses or await trial or un- 
der conviction. This results, in our opin- 
ion, in great injustice to those who are 
merely held as witnesses or are not guilty. 
There are in their respective departments 
for whites and ‘blacks the diseased with 
those who have no disease. This is a great 
danger to the prisoners and equally dan- 
-‘gerous to the public. It is utterly insani- 
tary and if some innocent life should be 
impaired by this system serious resuits 
might follow. 

“The physician in charge of the county 
jail visits the jail once each day, unless 
specially called. He is not required to 
make any examination of prisoners unless 
there is some demand made upon him for 
medical attention. He- does not know 
whether there is in the prison some one 
possessed of a serious malady, as a result 
of his personal examination, unless his at- 
tention is called to same. He reports to 
the county commissioners each month. 

“This should at once be ohanged. 
county physician should be instructed 
examine as soon as possible under the 
every prisoner to the end that no prisoner 
shall be unnecessarily exposed to disorders 
which prevail to such a large extent among 
some classes of prisoners. The county 
physician should be required to examine 
the sanitary condition of the jail at all 
times and have authority to order such 
sanitary changes as he eems necessary 
in the exposed places of this prison. 

“We do not believe that the conditions 
of the Fulton county jail can be perms- 
nently improved and placed upon the high

REAL ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR 


As far as we are concerned, the war 
fs over. The first shock overwhelmed 
us all, the staggering possibilities 
swallowed up everything else, the cot- 
ton situation brought the affair home 
peculiarly to the. south. We find now 
that we are not hurt as much as every- 
body thought; even the cotton outlook 
is not as bad as it first looked to be. 
It is working out all right, and in 
the end diversified crops will more than 
offset any loss due to marketing one 
year’s output of cotton. Diversified 
uses of cotton will be discovered, and 
this will react favorably for many 
years. A comparison of the state of 
affairs in this country with every other 
country on the globe ought to make us 
all feel optimistic 


The real estate interests were in 
good shape at the time to withstand 
a shock. You 
up to last August we had had a year 
and a half of calm liquidation. Dur- 
ing all of the year 1913 and half of 
1914 there was a gradual scaling down 
of operations, very little buying e6x- 
cept of a most judicious character; all 
trading was close to the shore. Did 
vou notice the immense number of 
warranty deeds recorded in 1913 and 
in (1914? They represented not new 
buying,- but old transactions cleaned 
up, ddbts being cancelled, property 
paid for and put.away in cold storage 
until more favorable market condi- 
tions. Loans were renewed and set 
forward five years, expenditures scaled 
and, tn general, the decks were 
cleared. If we had all known eighteen 
months ago that a great war would 
break out, we could hardly have put 
ourselves on a war footing more thor- 


oughly.

Such new buying as took place just 
prior to the outbreak was of a cash 
variety, or small transactions known 
to the trade as “sniping.” Traders who 
were carrying unwieldy debts shoul- 
dered them off on those more able ta 
bear up under the strain, obtaining in 
exchanewe for weak equities, clear deeds 
to property which can be carried in- 
definitely. The market was thorough- 
lv cleaned out of purchase money 
notes, as practically none were oreated 
for eighteen months. This in a trying 
period and in an era of general trade 
depression, there was no sudden col- 
lapse of real estate values. A long 
inactive period had prepared ws for 
the worst. Owners simply recognize 
the fact that‘it ts a bad time to try 
to sell. They all look forward to the 
time when the market will take a fa- 


vorable turn. 


It is a time to quit talking war 
and cotton, and go to work. The “buy- 
a-bale’” movement had a good effect; 
it should tbe supplemented now by the 
“naint-a-house” movement, and the 
“nut-on-a-new-roof” movement. There 
are five thousand houses in Atlanta 
that need painting: as many need new 
roofs. Now ts the best time in many 
a year for property owners to start a 
thorough clean-up and paint-up cam- 
paten. Tt is the very best business 
nolicy to keep tenants asatisfied, and 
keep property In the best of physical 
condition. Bestdes, you are making 
jobs for people who need work.

“After a long march we went into 
camp at G— and promised ourselves a 
good night’s rest. At 2:30 o’clock we 
were suddenly and rudely waked up: 
our outposts had come into touch with 
strong French forces, and the whole 
camp suddenly became alive. A sharp 
fight was soon in progress. The French 
artillery was firing incessantly from a 
covered position. Their shells came 
with a sharp whizz, to explode with a 
mighty crash. Their infantry also 
kept up a hot fire. I went forward 
with my musicians in a covered posi- 
tion and met Colonel von R . who 
ordered me to contribute my part to 
this infernal concert 

“T crawled forward, 
my men to the most advanced trench, 
asked them to get out their instru- 
ments, and we played to the great 
amusement of the troops the beautiful 
air, ‘I Feel So Fine in the Evening.” 
After some time the moon came out 
from behind a thick bank of clouds and 
lit up the battlefield with its bursting 
shells, and we gave it a welcome with 
the melody, ‘Good Moon, You Move So 
Quietly,’ and the soldiers joined in with 
spirit. Somewhat later the French at- 
tempted a forward movement, and we 
received them with

BUSINESS WHEELS 
TO SHORTLY TURN 


New York, October 31.—(Special.)— 
A feeling of optimism seems to pervade 
the financial community and its ad- 
vent seems to be timed with the clear- 
ing up of practically all important 
problems before the business interests 
‘of the country, save one, the railroad 
rate question, which is pending. Sales 
of securities, which dropped sharply a 
week or two ago, after the first nec- 
essary liquidation had been taken care 
of, have increased materially since the 
start of the current week.

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ADVANCE IN STOCKS 


DURING PAST WEEK 


New York, October 31.—(Special.)— |

Prices on the curb are still below the 
quotations ruling when the stock ex- 
change closed on July 30. 

The important point to keep in mind, 
however, is that last Monday, for the 
first time in thirteen long weeks, prices 
began to show an upward trend. 
Even after the reduction in the Steel 
dividend, the price of Steel shares 
showed a gain from the low level re- 
cently reached. Most stocks advanced 
from 1% to 2 points during the week. 

It would be difficult to place too 
much importance on the advances 
which occurred in this week’s trading 
on the new street market, for those 
advances in the prices of stocks simply 
reflected a decided change for the bet- 
ter in the country’s entire domestic 
and foreign financial, industrial and 
railway situation. Up to this week 
there was marked silence on, the part 
of the men in Wall street wlidse opin- 
ions carry weight; there was always 
something ahead which threatened to 
make trouble. As early °s Monday of 
this week, however, th ig men in 
the financial district began to predict 


the branch banks, that the country’s improvement would 


be at a rapid pace, 
Cause of the Activity. 

It was the sudden collapse in the 
price of foreign exchange that encour- 
aged the financial leaders to come out 
of their shells. To most people forelgn 
exchange quotations are about as unin- 
teresting as the government annual 
statistical abstract. Every Wall street 
man, however, asks a dozen times a 
day: “How's exchange?’ When he 
found the price this week down around 
normal, 4.866, against $6, the unprece- 
dented quotation for the early part of 
August, he knew-that all fears of our 
shipping more gold abroad had disap- 
peared, and that from now on we would 
send cotton, boots and shoes, wheat, 
flour, eggs, fresh and canned meat, 
mules, horses, harness, horse shoes and 
a thousand and one other things, in- 
stead of the yellow metal. Then pro- 
fessional traders began to buy stocks 
on the new street market. 

According to government figures, the 
country’s daily exports are advancing 
by leaps and bounds, shipments from 


New York alone reaching $6,000,000 a} 


day, the highest on record. Besides 
the items already méntioned, that busi- 
ness includes cartridges, lard, dried 
fruits, sugar, automobiles and scores 
of commodities which ordinarily this 
country never sends abroad. 

Banks in Good Condition. 

In addition to the change in the 
prices of stocks on the new street mar- 
ket, the decline in the price of foreign 
exchange and the remarkable gains in 
the country’s exports, this week’s de- 
velopments included the good news that 
our banks had wiped out their deficit 
and had established a surplus; that 
the banks were retiring both clearing 
house certificates and emergency cur- 
rency, and that Secretary McAdoo had 
definitely fixed November 16 as the 
day for the opening of the twelve new 
federal reserve banks. Only a few 
days ago Paul M. Warburg, a member 
of the federal reserve board, expressed 
the belief that the new banks would 
not be opened before December 1. This 
week’s announcement means, therefore, 
that two weeks earlierthan had gener- 
ally been expected the lending power 
of the banks will be increased by the 
$400,000,000 of money which is now 
held by the national banks as reserves. 

Secretary McAdoo’s Announcement. 

The powers of the banks to help in 
solving the problems now confronting 
the country will not stop there, how- 
ever, as was explained by Secretary 
McAdoo, in his announcement, which 
read, in part, as follows: 

“Under the present system the secre- 
tary of the treasury cannot with pru- 
dence scatter the general fund of the 
treasury among the great number of 
widely separated national banks 
throughout the country. Up to the 
present time I have goneas far in that 
direction asl have felt that it was wise 
to go, but with the larger powers con- 
ferred by the federal reserve act and 
the use which I may be able to make 
of the federal reserve banks as fiscal 
agents of the government, it will be 
prudent and wise to deposit a large. 
amount of the general fund of the 
treasury in the federal reserve banks. 

“As goon, therefore, as the reserve 
banks are in operation, 1 shall transfer 
to them as large an amount of govern- | 
ment funds as possible; this will, in, 
turn, enable them to extend enlarged 
credits to national banks and state 
banks which may become members 
the federal reserve board, which they, 
in turn, may extend to their customers. 
By this means, and through the agency 
of the federal reserve banks, I hope 
to give additional aid to that already 
given by the treasury 
producers, the cotton 
dustry and the business men of the 
south.” 

Real Cotton Market Wanted. 

From the south’s viewpoint, that an- 
nouncement was highly reassuring. So 
was the week’s news dealing with the 
plans under way for forming a $135,- 
000,000 bank pool to lend money on cot- 
ton.

GREAT AID TO GERMANY

It Enabled Her to Gain Trade. 
in Chemicals for Use in 
Medicine and Arts. 


London, October 23.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—To the 
English practice of considering alcohol 
as a beverage instead of a chemical. 
which is also true of the United States, 
is attributed .Germany’s almost ex- 
clusive trade in fine chemicals for use 
medicine ind the arts. English 
manufacturers are therefore 
trying to nduce the government to 
take off the tax on alcohol, which 
now amounts to $5 or more the gallon, 
according to strength. 

Although a protective 
pointed out that Germany 
its command an unlimited 
duty and tax free alcohol. egisla- 
tors realized the importance of alcchol 
to the trade in commercial chemicals, 
and have not believed that cheap alco- 
hol has anything to do with the tem- 
perance question. 

Denatured alcohol, which is made 
undrinkable through the mixture ot 
poisons at the expense of 16 cents ‘the 
gallon, is relieved of tax in Great 
Britain. But alcohol cannot be used 
in the making of fine chemicals. 

Alcohol plays an important part in 
the making of almost every chemica!, 
directly or indirectly. It is most use- 
ful as a solvent, for extracting active 
principles from plants and in purifying 
them, but from the commercial point oi 
view it is quite as important tn work- 
ing up waste materials tnto by-prod- 
ucts. on which successful manufactur- 
ing largely depends these days. 

Owing to the excessive tax on pure 
alcohol. England ceased to manufac 
ture cocaine, which, owing to the war 
has advanced from 4 shillings to 10 
shillings an ounce. Aceto-salicylic 
acid and salicylate of soda have in- 
creased proportionately. Thymol is 
but one of the articles which have 
jumped from 7 shillings to 45 the 
pound, or thereabouts. 

fhe government has endeavored to 
save these important drugs for British 
use by prohibiting thetr_export. Bui 
the supply is limited. British manu- 
facturers will not undertake their 
production because they see their. busi- 
ness gone when the war ends. They 
sav that if they are to equip special! 
plants they must be able to meet Ger- 
man competition in the future, and 
thev cannot do this unless the tax is 
taken off of pure alcohol for commerg 


cial use.

A few even- 
ings ago the judge was giving his friends, 
who sat on each side, some observations on 
the varying phases of the European war, 
Speaking from a wealth of experience that 
has touched all shores of life and from a 
mind notably judicial and incisive, he ex- 
pressed himself somewhat in this fashion: 


“Not so long ago I was rather in- 
clined to look askance at the movement 
for unifersal peace. I doubted its wis- 
dom and its utility, even though it could 
be materialized. Like a great many other 
men who had once been soldiers, I be- 
lieved the glamor and the romance that 
once attached to warfare indispensable 
feeders of the patriotic impulse; it 
seemed to me that nationalism, a fierce 
and cherishing love of country, must be 
fostered by the military spirit. The 
hysteria of the bayonet charge, the 
plunging glory of the charge by cavalry, 
kindled, it appeared to me, some of the 
finer instincts that lurk in the grain ef 
all men: one rubbed elbows with com- 
rades in peril, and together thought of 
the sweethearts hundreds of miles back 
of the firing line; one lay stricken on 
the battlefield, and the dream of dis- 
tunt wife and children helped to sup- 
press groan, to make patience all over 
again into patriotism. The personal ele- 
ment, with all its lure of love of wom- 
en, of comradeship of men, even of 
fellowship for the fellows we were 
fighting just across the stream, was 
omnipresent. 

“Surely this personal element, this 
lure of romance, the girl back yonder 
waiting at the gate, made for a nobler

The Constitution recently published a 
copy of a letter written®by a leading At- 
lanta manufacturer to friends and the trade, 
pointing out that “When vou help to pay 
the wages of northern and western labor, 
not a cent comes back to you.” He showed 
so clearly how the careless ignoring of 
home products worked out to the disadvan- 
tage of labor, as well as every line of in- 
dustry, that it woke*some people up. One 
jobber placed a $600 home order for the 
first time in his life, and business so im- 
proved that this Atlanta manufacturer was 
enabled within a week to put back to work 
twelve men and twenty-six girls, every cent 
of whose combined wages of $1,500 a month 
will be spent right here in Atlanta. 

If one Atlanta manufacturer can do that 
through the.publication of one letter, what 
could the 500 of them do, if they would only 
take steps to let the public know about the 
kind and quality of products they make? 
The publicity element is a part of the plan 
which cannot ignored. There is little 
question, everything else being equal, that 
the vast majority of Atlantans and Geor- 
gians would take home products by prefer- 
ence, if they only knew about them. It is 
up to the manufacturer to let the public 
know about them; that done, it is not to be 
doubted that the people will do their part.

NEXT TUESDAY’S ELECTION 


In common with practically the whole 
country the voters of the state of Georgia 
will on Tuesday cast their ballots for their 
representatives and senators in congress 
and will at the same time elect a general 
assembly and their state officers. 

For many years the democrats of Georgia 
have composed their differences by primary 
expression and there has not been a tfme 
when the result of such a primary vote has 
been seriously threatened in the following 
regular election. 

The Constitution believes that the appar- 
ent apprehension existing in some quarters 
as to the magnitude and danger of the oppo- 
sition to the ratification of the result of the 
recent primary is not justified. ° There is, of 
course, some opposition, as there always is, 
to the result of any primary, but it will be 
found that the nominees of the state pri- 
mary will be overwhelmingly elected in the 
regular election of Tuesday. This is as it 
should be. 

Naturally, every democrat who partici- 
pated in the primary could not get the man 
of his choice, but this does not lessen his 
obligation to abide by the decision. This 
obligation rests. upon every man who voted 
in the primary.

THE “-ZEPPELIN NECK.”’ 


The Holland Letter 


Possibly as a result of the conferences 
which have been in progress between Sir 
George Paish, who is the official adviser for 
the British treasury, and members of the 
administration at Washington and, in addi- 
tion, some of the representative bankers of 
the country, a somewhat exhilarating re- 
port has been in circulation for a day or 
two in the financial district.. It is vague 
and circulated more in the form of inquiry 
than as a statement of fact. It may have 
arisen because at some of these confer- 
ences statements have been made that if 
our exports continue in quantity and 
money value proportionately to the increase 
since mid-September’ this year, then the 
United States, and New York as the financial 
center, may establish such relations as will 
cause New York to become—until peace is 
established—the commercial clearing house 
of the world. 

If our exports are maintained within the 
next six months, and certainly if they are 
increased proportionately ag rapidly and in 
as large amounts as have ‘been character- 
istic of foreign trade movement since 
mid-September, we shall accumulate a credit 
balance based upon this foreign trade far 
in excess of any which we have heretofore 
been able to establish in any year. 

The weekly reports from the custom 
houses give statistics of this increase for 
the past six weeks. In the financial district 
in this city and in some of the large finan- 
cial centers elsewhere, representatives of 
the nations which are now at war and of 
some of the neutral nations are making 
heavy purchases of American commodities. 

They are also seeking to establish credit 
in New York against which they draw 
drafts in payment for these commodities as 
they are delivered. In financial circles the 
belief is strong that the war is to be con- 
tinued far into the next year. While Sir George 
Paish has been extremely careful in making 
statements of any kind, nevertheless some 
things which he may have said or done lead 
to the impression that he looks for a con- 
tinuation of the war for many months. If 
the war be prolonged there must con- 
tinued purchasing of American commodities. 
A careful estimate has been made within a 
few days of the amount of indebtedneSs on 
current account, as it is called, for, in other 
words, debts for which payment is now due, 
showing that it has been considerably re- 
duced since the conference with the federal 
reserve board and representutives of the 
twelve federal reserve districts Septem- 
ber 4. Then the estimate was that the United 
States owed not than $150,000,000 on 
current account, probably as much as $200,- 
000,000, and some of the bankers were in- 
clined to think that this estimate was too 
small.

We are also importing relatively 
little. Furthermore, the sale of letters 
credit to Americans to be utilized across the 
sea has practically stopped. Herein is con- 
tained the chief reason why the impression 
i strong in the financial district that 
a few months we may have accumu- 
lated credit balances unprecedented in our 
history.

Adams insurged himself into the presi- 
while Randolph merely succeeded in 
himself into a lonesome and un- 
old age. He was a Virginian, and 
his old ‘and wealthy family sent him to 
Willlam and Mary, Princeton and Columbia, 
with little success. He insurged himself out 
of all these schools and educated himself 
without the aid of professors. In 1799, at 
the age of 26, he was elected to congress 
for insurging against the alien and sedition 
laws. He helped Jefferson defeat the feder- 
alists and then insurged against Jefferson. 
He denounced the war of 1812 and violently 
opposed Monroe, being about the only man 
the warpath during the era of good 
feeling. 

When Clay helped elect John Quincy 
Adams, John Randolph insurged some more. 
Hie referred to “a combination  bet'ween 
Puritan and blackleg”’ and had to fight a 
duel with Clay. Jackson appointed him min- 
ister to Russia and shortly afterwards Ran- 
dolph insurged in the nullification’ contro- 
versy and marched on. Jackson with a huge 
army of large, corrosive words. Hie de- 
nounced slavery and also the Missouri com- 
promise, and having been elected to con- 
gress for the twelfth time was preparing a 
new and comprehensive plan of vitriolic op- 
position to all existing policies “ when he 
died, burned out by emotions and drugs at 
the of 60. 

John Randolph was a good man, equip- 
ped with spines and square corners, who 
did not fit in his time. He hated slavery and 
said so—which made his twelve elections to 
congress from Virginia a proof of his 
marvelous eloquence. But he balanced his 
hatred of slavery by making state rights his 
Bible and constitution. He spent his last 
days prophesying the sad end of the south if 
it persisted in extending slavery, and up- 
holding the-right of every sovereign state 
to snap its fingers at the United States gov- 
ernment and tell it to go to thunder. Thus 
John Randolph was eminently modern on 
one count and on the other hand would 
have apoplexy were he to come back today 
and see Woodrow Wilson, of Virginia, boss- 
ing the sovereign states from Washington. 
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CARTHAGE, 

Carthage was a city of great splendor 
and prominence which flourished about 2,500 
vears before the aeroplane was invented, 
and faded away like an expiring skyrocket 
a few hundred years afterwards. 

Carthage was located on the north shore 
of Africa, near what is now Tunis.

Carthage was founded about 878 B.C. and 
grew rapidly.

The Carthaginians 
were a stout, dark-complexioned people who 
were extremely handy with weapons, and in 
a few hundred years they owned Sardinia, 
Corsica, most of Spain, and had a strangle 
hold on Sicily. Carthage was a great 
beautiful city with the Ten Commendments 
reduced to one or two for the sake of con- 
venience, and travelers from all over the 
world came to admire it and get a little in- 
fluence with the king. 

About this time Carthage ran afoul of 
Rome.

WHY GERMANY MUST 
HAVE COLONIES. 


Owing to political union and improv- 
ed economic conditions during the last 
forty years, an era of great prosperity 
has set in, German industries have 
been widely extended and German trade 
has kept pace with them. The extraor- 
dinary capacity of the German nation 
for trade and navigation has once more 
brilllantly asserted itself. The days 
of the Hanseatic league have return- 
ed. The labor resources of our na- 
tion increase continuously. The in- 
crease of the population in the Ger- 
man empire alone amounts yearly to 
a million souls, and these have, to a 
large extent, found remuerative indus- 
trial occupation 

There however, a reverse side 
to this picture of splendid development. 
We are absolutely dependent on for- 
eign countries for the import of raw 
materials, and to a considerable ex- 
tent also for the sale of our own man- 
ufactures. We even obtain a part 
from abroad.

her colonies. Our own colonies are 
unable to take much of our products, 
and the great foreign economic spheres 
try ‘to close their dvuors to outsiders, 
especially Germans, in order to encour- 
age their own industries, and to make 
themselves independent of other coun- 
tries.

GERMAN’S SUFFERING 

FOR LACK OF COLONIES. 

We have long underestimated the 
importance of colonies. Colonial pos- 
sessions which merely serve the pur- 
pose of acquiring wealth, and are only 
used for economic ee while the 
owner-state does not thirk of coloniz- 
ing in any form or raising the posi- 
tion of the aboriginal population in the 
economic or social scale, are. unjustifi- 
able and immoral, and can never be 
held permanently. “But that coloni- 
zation which retains a uniform na- 
tionality has become a factor of im- 
mense importance for the future of the 
world. it will determine the degree 
in which each nation shares in the 
government of the world by the white 
rece. It quite imaginable that a 
country which owns no colonies will 
no longer count among the European 
great. powers, however powerful it 
may otherwise be.” 

We are already suffering severely 
from the want of colonies to meet our 
requirements. They would not merely 
guarantee a livelinvod to our growing 
working population, but would supply 
raw materials and foodstuffs, would 
buy goods and open a field of activity 
to that immense capital of intellectual 
labor forces which is today lying un- 
productive in Germany, or is in the 
service of foreign interests. We find 
throughout the countries of the world 
German merchants, engineers and men 
of every profession, employed actively 
in the service of foreign masters, DbDe- 
cause German colonies, where they 
might be profitably engaged, do not 
exist. In the future, however, the im- 
portance of Germany will depend on 
two points: firstly, how many millions 
of men in the world speak German; 
secondly, how many of them &are politi- 
cally members of the German empire? 


WHAT GERMANY 
MUST FIGHT FOR. 

These are heavy and complicated du- 
ties, which have devolved on us from 
the entire past development of our na- 
tion, and are determined by ita present 
condition as regards the future. We 
must be quite clear on this point, that 
no nation has had to reckon with the 
same difficulties and hostility as ours. 
This is due to the many restrictions of 
our political relations, to our unfavora- 
ble geographical position, and to the 
course of our history. It was chiefly 
our own fault that we were condemned 
to political paralysis at the time when 
the great European states built them- 
selves up, and sometimes expanded 
into world powers. We did not enter 
the cirele of the powers, whose deci- 
sion carried weight in politics, until 
late, when the partition of the globe 
was long concluded. All which other 
nations attained in centuries of natural 
development—political union, colonial 
possessions, naval power, international 
trade—was denied to our nation until 
quite recently. What we now wish to 
attain must be fought for, and won, 
against a superior force of hostile in- 
terests and powers, 

It is all the more emphaticaily our 
duty plainly to perceive what paths we 
wish to take, and what our goals are, 
so as not to splitup our forces in false 
directions, and involuntarily to diverge 
from the straight road of our intended 
development. ' 

The difficulty of our politica] posi- 
tion is in a certain sense an advantage. 
By keeping us in a continually increas- 
ing state of tension, it has at least pro- 
tected us so far from the lethargy 
which so often follows a long period 
of peace and growing wealth. It has 
forced us to stake all our spiritual and 
material forces in order to rise to every 
occasion, and has thus discovered and 
strengthened resources which will be 
of great value whenever we shall be 
called upon to draw the sword.

Splendid Work Done by 
Social Training Class 
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The office of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
association is receiving daily fmaquiries 
of the purpose of the social service 
training clags. The civilized world is 
interested in everything that pertains 
to health and the pursuit of health, and 
the interest is developing a demand for 
trained workers to cope with health 
problems and conditions. To meet 
this demand this association conducted, 
during the past vear, a social service 
training class that met with marked 
success. This year the scope of the 
work has been broadened, giving in- 
valuable opportunities for social train- 
ing to a large class of earnest members. 

Itis almost impossible for astranger 
to enter a home and make a success- 
ful investigation of conditions unless 
there is a mutual point of contact. The 
visiting nurse, by her training, is pre- 
pared to meet these conditions as she 
finds them: she is also prepared to 
minister to the sufferings of her pa- 
tients. The family, appreciating the 
nurses’ ministrations, naturally confide 
everything to her. and she, as a trained 
worker, must be especially qualified 
with more than the average ability, 
character, tact, energy and euucation in 
order that she may use this confi- 
dence and mold it into the best good 
for the patient and the family. Every 
characteristic in a woman which makes 
ber an efficient nurse will sooner or 
later find expression in her social work. 

Special Training. 

For the woman splendidly endowed 
by nature, for the nurse fully equipped 
by training, there is still a demand for 
a successful ‘social worker. For this 


augurated. Its object is that the nurse 
be trained to obtain a familiarity with 
the sick-poor in their homes; their 
habits of thinking and of living; their 
personal hygiene, the way thev cook 
their food, olean their houses, open 
their windows, order their sleeping 
arrangements and many more valuable 
points too numerous to mention.

The are divided into two 
sides, and stationed much as in associa- 
tion football, and the ball is placed on 
the ground to be put in play as in foot- 
ball Then a player forward, 
throws himself flat the ground, and 
butts the ball toward the opposite side. 
This first butt, when the ball is on the 
ground, never lifts it much and it rolls 
and bounds toward the opponents. One 
the latter run toward it; 
one throws himself flat on his face and 
butts the ball back. Usually this butt 
lifts it, and opposite player, rush- 
ing toward it, catches it on his head 
with such a swing of his brawny neck, 
and such precision and address that 
the ball bounds back through the air 
as a football soargafter a drop kick. 

Tf the ball flies off to one side or the 
other it is brought back, and again 
put in play.. Often it will be sent to 
and fro a dozen times, from head to 
head, until finally it rises with such a 
sweep that it passes far over the heads 
of the opposite players and descends 
-behind them. ‘Then shrill, rolling cries 
good-lhumored triumph arise from 
the victors, and the game instantly be- 
gins again with fresh zest. 

NEITHER RULES NOR DISPUTES. 

There are, of course, no such rules as 

a specialized ball game of civiliza- 
tion, and I saw no dispute. There may 
be eight or ten, or many more, players 
on each side. The ball is never touched 
with the hands or feet, or with any- 
thing except the top of the head. It 
is hard to decide whether to wonder 
most at the dexterity and strength 
with which it is hit or butted with the 
head. as it comes down through the 
air. or at the reckless speed and skill 
with which the players’ throw them- 
selves headlong on the ground to re- 
turn the ball if it comes low down.

were changed into flaming “ramparts 
of slaughter and pert!” standing above 
“the wide-dark flats below.” 
THOSE HEADBALL FANS. 

It rained during most of 
after our arrival at Utiarity. 
there was any let-up the men promptly 
came forth from their houses and 
played headball with the utmost vigor: 
and we would listen to their shrill, 
undulating cries of applause and tri- 
umph until we also grew 
and strolled over to look on. They are 
more infatuated with the game than an 
American boy is with baseball or foot- 
It is an extraordinary t° he that this 
strange and exciting g¢ “& should be 
played by, and only by, dune little tribe 
of Indians in what is almost the 
center of South America. If any 
eler or ethnologist knows of a tribe 
elsewhere that plays a similar game, 
wish he would let me know. To play 
it demands great activity. vigor, 
and endurance. 
supple bodies of the players, and at the 
number of children round about, it 
seemed as if the tribe must be in 
health: vet the Parecis have de- 
creased in numbers, for measles and 
smallpox have been fatal to them. 

By the evening the rain was coming 
down more heavily than ever. It was 
not possible to keep the moisture out of 
our belongings; everything became 
moldy except what became rusty It 
rained all that night; and daylight saw 
the downpour continuing, with no pros- 
peet of cessation. 

The pack-mules could not have gone 
on with the march; they were already 
rather done up by their previous ten 
days’ labor through rain and mud, and 
it seemed advisable to wait wntil the 
weather became better before attempt- 
ing to go forward. Moreover. there 
had been no chance to take the desired 
astronomical observations. 

There was very little grass for the 
mules; but there was abundance of a 
smalhl-leaved plant eight or ten inches 
high—unfortunately, not very nourish- 
ing—on which they fed greedily. In 
such weather and over such muddy 
trails oxen travel better than mules. 
THE BUSY NATURALISTS. 

In spite of the weather, Cherrie and 
Miller, whom, together with Father 
Zahm and Sigg, we had found await- 
ing us, made good collections of birds 
and nammals. Among the latter were 
opossums and mice that were new to 
them. The birds included various 
forms, so unlike our home birds that 
the enumeration of their names would 
mean nothing. One of the most inter- 
esting was a large black-and-white 
woodpecker, the white predominating 
in the plumage. Several of these wood- 
peckers were usually found together. 
They were showy, noisy and restless. 
and perched on twigs, in ordinary 
bird fashion, at least as often as they 
clung to the trunks in orthodox wood- 
pecker style. The prettiest bird was 
a tiny manakin, coal-black., with a 
red-and-orange head. 
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walked off with mv rifle for a couple 
of leagues; at that distance, from a 
slight hillock, the mist columns of the 
falls were conspicuous in the landscape. 
The only-mammal I saw on the walk 
was a rather hairy armadillo, with a 
flexible tail, which i picked up and 
brought back to Miller—it showed none 
of the speed of the nine-banded arma- 
dillos we met on our. jaguar hunt. 
Judging by its actions, as it trotted 
about before it saw me, it must be 
diurnal in habits. It was new to the 
collection. 

BY THE WATERFALL. 

I spent much of the afternoon by the 
waterfall. Under the overcast sky the 
great cataract lost the deep green and 
fleecy-white of the sunlit falling 
waters. Instead it showed opaline hues 
amethyst. At 
all times, and under all lights, it was 
majestic and beautiful. 

Colonel Rondon had gtven the In- 
dians various presents.. those for. the 
women including calico prints, and, 
what they especially prized, bottles of 
scented oil, from Paris, for their hair. 

The men held a dance in the late aft- 
For this occasion most. but 
not all, of them cast aside their civi- 
lized clothing, and appeared as doubt-, 
less they would all have appeared had 
none but themselves been present. They 
, were absolutely naked except for a 
| beaded string round the waist. Most of 
them were spotted and dashed with red 
paint, and on one leg wore anklets 
, which rattled. A number carried pipes 
| through which they blew a kind of 
| deep stified, whistle in time to the 
dancing. One of them had his pipe 
leading into a huge gourd, which gave 
;+ out a hollow, moaning boom. Many 
wore two red or green or yellow macaw 
feathers in their hair, and one had a 
macaw feather struck transversely 
through the septum of his nose 

They circled slowly round and round, 
chanting and stamping their feet, while 
the anklet rattles clattered and the 
| pipes droned. They advanced to the 
' wall of one of the houses, again and 
}again chanting and bowing before it: 
' I was told this was a demand for drink. 
| They entered one house and danced in 
| a ring around the cooking fire in the 
middle of. the earth floor: I was told 
that they were then reciting the deeds 
of mighty hunters and describing how 
they brought in the game. They drank 
freely from gourds and pannikins of a 
fermented drink made from mandioca 
which was brought out to them: 
GOOD-BY TO FATHER ZAHN. 

During the first part of the dance 
the women remained in the houses, and 
all the doors and windows were shut 
‘and blankets hung to prevent the pos- 
| sibility of seeing out. But during the 
second part all the women and girls 
came out and looked on They were 
themselves to have danced when the 
men had finished, but were overcome 
with shyness at the thought of dancing 
with so many strangers looking on. 
The children played about with un- 
concern throughout the ceremony, one 
of them throwing nigh in the air, and 
again catching in his hands, a loaded 
feather, a kind of shuttlecock 

In the evening the growing moon 
shone through the cloud rack. Any- 
thing approaching fair weather always 
put our men in good spirits; and the 
muleteers squatted in a circle, by a fire 
near a pile of packs, and listened to a 
long monotonously and rather mourn- 
fully chanted song about a dance and 
a love affair. 

We ourselves worked busily with our 
photographs and our writing. There 
was so much humidity in the air that 
everything grew damp and stayed 
damp, and mould gathered quickly. At 
this season it is a country in which 
' writing, taking photographs, and pre- 
paring specimens are all works of dif- 
ficulty, at least so far as concerns 
preserving and sending home the re- 
sults of the labor, and a man’s cloth- 
ing is never really dry.

About 40,000 Germans and 30,- 
000 French—Great Slaught- 
er in Marshes. 


Esternay, France. October 19.—-(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press. )— 
Parties of German soldiers separated 
from the main bodies of troops during 
the German retreat from the Marne are 
still hiding in the woods in this vicin- 
it, The French armies passed on and 
there are too few soldiers left in this 
part of France to hunt down the Ger- 
man stragglers. They live upon the 
country, but otherwise commit no dep- 
redations. 

Along the whole countryside peasants 
who have returned point out burial 
places of those who fell in the fierce 
fighting in this neighborhood and for 
sixty miles to the east. The dead were 
buried by 800 Paris firemen, assisted bv 
600 civilian laborers. It is said that 
the tally kept by the firemen shows 
that 70,000 dead were buried. about 
30,000 of them French. The greatest 
slaughter was in the marshes near 
Sezanne. Fifteen thousand dead are 
buried in long trenches at the bottom 
of a wooded hill. 

French and Germans are buried sep- 
arately. On the long mounds above 
the French trenches have been set up 
rude wooden crosses: a few wild flowers 
have been scattered on the mounds 
and sometimes large stones have been 
phaced at either end. Caps of French 
soldiers, showing the name of the reg'!- 
ment, have been placed on the crosses 
or the stones. The trenches in which 
the Germans are buried are unmarked. 
The son of General von Moltke is Dhried 
near Esternay. 

Champillon, about 
east of Coulommiers, 
Place south reached by the 
on their march to the investment o' 
Paris. The village did not have more 
than twenty-five houses. All were 
burned. Twelve inhabitants have re 
turned, and, among other repairs, have 
patched up the schoolhouse. Six chil- 
dren are being taught there. 

Strewn over the plain near Fere- 
Champenoise are small piles of empty 
cartridge shells, pieces of broken rifles, 
artillery carriages, fragments of tuni- 
forms and various other wreckage from 
the fighting. In An open space about 
two miles long by a mile wide were 
some thickets where the German quick- 
firers had been concealed. On the ridge 
behind were placed German long range 
runs, which were doing great damage 
to the French. [t was here that three 
regiments of Turkos asked to be al- 
lowed to charge the height on which 
was the artillery. Nothing was known 
of the aquick-firers in the bushes in 
the middle of the field. The three reg- 
iments started. When they were within 
easy range the German  quick-firers 
opened upon them. Only about half a 
regiment succeeded in getting forward 
and taking the machine ecuns Re.- 
serves were then brought up and an- 
other charge resulted in the capture 
of the German guns on the hills after 
teemendous hand-to-hanu encounter, 
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
